Evolution and the element of time 
in Nature composed the topic of an 
unusually interesting lecture by Prof. 
.■\. S. Eve in the Physios Building last 
evening. The speaker was introduced 
by Sir .\rthttr Curric, who also men- 
tioned future lectures by prominent 
professors. 

From the beginning Professor Eve 
compelled the, undivided attention of 
his auditors; and he held it until the 
finish by his inimitable and delightful 
method of sélectng such phrases and 
sentences as could he thoroughly 
masticated and relished by even the 
least informed listener. 

The lecture commenced by definiiiB 
evolution in its. main sense: it is the 
gradual unfolding of the lower and 
.simpler forms of matter into the more 
complex structures. In all evolution, 
time is the deciding factor. All things 
change with time, some slowly, and 
some rapidly. Fashion is a thing 
which changes qiiite rapidly and for 
no apparent reason; knowledge, like 
nature, evolves slowly and dclibef-ate- 
ly. Centuries ago, the primitive man 
expressed a nuinber with the aid of 
his fingêrs; from that he rose to a 
stage where a written stroke or set 
of strokes denoted the same number. 
These hieroglyphics changed gradu.il- 
ly until now when man has an excel- 
lent system of notation. 

The «peaker then led his audience 
through devious mazes of molecular 
conceptions, showing how inanimate 
nebirkie- were' drawn together' to form 
larger bodie.s. This process is for- 
ever going on throughout the crea- 
tion and demonstrates the continual 
promulgation of matter. Some scien- 
tists contend that matter is limited, 
even going so far as to specify the 
amount of it in tons as being. ten rais- 
ed to the f orty-c'ghtli power. Now 
if wc maintained this wc w.buld imply 
that energy was al.w linfited' and 
w'OwU'.in, time run down. . But'is the 
world's- cnergy running down like a 
clock-work motor? If feoms not. 

Professor Eve says that time is an 
illuiior, for thinga that have been 
and will be, are now; the future and 
the past are forever the present. — "f 
am that I am."' Of course it is a dis- 
concerting thing, because as Prof. 
Eve said, Henry Eightli could he ac- 
cn.sed of having had si.\ wives simnl- 
ianeously. 

The meeting closed with a fcw.morc 
words from Sir .Arthur, who express- 
ed his thanks in the name of iho ;uid- 
ience who were' eminent ly satisfied.

every successful move made by them is only the result of hard 
work- ami circfu! preparation. Apparently simple matters such 
as the organizrilion oi llie class or faculty hockey schedules, the 
staging of the B. W. and F. Club bouts, or the presentation of a 
program for the Mock Parliament, can only be carried on smoothly 
by constant attention and hard work on the part of the students 
in whose charge they are. ^ 

The men who are doing the work are not seeking any commen- 
dation from the remainder of the students: their reward lies in 
seeing their efforts resulting in success. It is to them, however, 
that the thanks of the student body arc due for .the thriving state 
of undergraduate affairs. The mass of students arc only the cog.s 
•iiv-the machinery of which the executives supply the motive power;

The only way in which we can continue to enjoy good student 
government is by haying the body of the students take an intelligent 
interest in the nomination and election of the e.\ccuUves and thereby 
secure the proper men for the positions.

I'-rom the. bcgiiming Professor Eve 
compelled the, undivided attention of 
bis auditors; and he held it until the 
finish by his inimitable and delightful 
method of sclectng such phrases and 
sentences as could be thoroughly 
masticated and relished by even the 
least informed listener. 

The lecture commenced by defining 
evolution in its. main sense: it is the 
gradual unfolding of the lower and 
.«impicr forms of matter into the more 
complex structures. In all evolution, 
time is the deciding factor. All things 
change with time, some slowly, and 
some rapidly. Fashion is a thing 
which changes quite rapidly and for 
no apparent reason; knowledge, like 
nature, evolves slowly and dclibef-ate- 
ly. Centuries ago, the primitive man 
expressed a number with the aid of 
his fingers; from that he ro.sc to a 
stage where a written stroke or set 
of strokes denoted the same nnmber. 
These hieroglyphics changed gradual- 
ly until now when man has an excel- 
lent system of notation. 

The speaker then led his audience 
through devious mazes of molecular 
conceptions, showing ho iv inanimate 
nebulafr were' drawn together" to form 
larger bodies. This process is for- 
ever going on throughout the crea- 
tion and demonstrates the continual 
promulgation of matter. Some sicicn- 
tists contend that matter is limited, 
*!V.S'.'_ SOM'Sr so far as to specify the 
amount ôî it in tons as being ten rais- 
ed to the forty-eighth power. Now 
'f }yc maintained this we would imply 
'hàt-'jenergy was also limited and 
Avouldyin time run down. . But is the 
world's energy running down like a 
clock-work motor? It seems not. 

Professor Eve says that time is an 
illusion, for things that have been 
and will be, are now; the future and 
the past are forever the present.— "I 
am that I am." Of course it is a dis- 
concerting thing, because as Prof. 
Eve said. Menry liighth could he ac- 
cused' of havincr had si.s wives simul- 
taneou.sly. 

The meeting closed with a tcw.morc 
words from Sir .Arthur, who exprcss- 
ed 'liis thanks in the name of (ho aud- 
ience who were eminently satisfied.

George ^latthcAV Adams once said 
that if you do your work just a little 
better than it has ever been done be- 
fore, you will be a grand success — no 
matter what you do. 

And this is a truth that no college 
student should overlook in picking out 
his life work. You need not be a par- 
ticular expert in a certain line, but en- 
deavor to 'do your task, whatever it 
may be; with a greater degree of 
perfection than it has 'ever been doiic 
before. 

In doing things "Just a Liule Bet- 
tér" is the secret to the college man's 
success. It is natural that the man 
who has -four years' training in a col- 
lege or university should learn to be 
this type of person. 

Perhaps you arc unable to do the 
work yott' choose better than it has 
ever been done before. This is very 
likeily impossible to begin with, as the 
educated person, as well as tlw high 
schdbl graduate,' has to .start • at the 
bottom in the industrial world. 

The way to attain the ability of do- 
ing it a little better is through do- 



.\ blimp. is a sort of a jellyfish; a ter- 
edo looks like a Spaniard; Irvin Cobb 
is a baseball player and Henry James 
was a robber — according to some of the 
the answers made in a psychological 
test for journalistic adaptability given to 
the students in elementary newswriting 
yesterday morning. The test, which i;- 
the work of Professor Max Frejd of 
the Carnc.ifie In.stitutc of Technology, 
formerly of the psychologiy depart- 
ment of the University of Wasliington, 
was administered by Professor Kimball 
Young of the department of p.^ychology. 

The answers, most of which were 
vastly more accurate than those cited 
above, arc being checked now by George 
Turnhull, professor of journalism, af- 
ter which the papers will be sent back 
to Professor Freyd, who files them for 
record for future .checking against the 
'at^r proi'c.'i'^ional performances of thos'.» 
who take 'the tests. 

The test, taken by 63 students, wa.» 
divided into eight parts. In question 
No. 1 the writers were asked to choose 
between various suggested details of a 
fire .story in point of impontancc. The 
second question called for the selec- 
tion of one of three possible courses 
in each of thirteen given emergencies 
in reporting. A memory test, based on 
ability to remember details of a new 
item read to the class was question 
No. 3. ■ 

Qiicfdon No. 4 was a lest of vocabu- 
lary, involving the differences in 
shades of meaning among such terms 
as learned, educated, and informed; 
vilify, mirepresent, and dispargc; and 
ten other groups of three. Spelling 
was involved in question No. 5, in 
which tilio students were asked to uiidcr- 
•scorc all the mis-spellcd words in a -sel- 
ection of about 1000 words from "Th. 
Cloister and the Hearth." In r.hc sixtV 
question tin; students' knowledge o; 
synonyms was tc.^tcil, through the se- 
lection out of groups of eight, of the 
two or three terms which were ap- 
proximai'.cly sj-nonymous. 

One of the nio.*t interesting of ih'.- 
tests was involve in the seventli ques- 
tion. A full-page picture of the situa- 
tion immediately after a collision be- 
tween a strror-oar and an autoniobil. 
was viewed for approximately a minute 
after which the page was turned ove* 
and each student wrote as many of 
the visual details as he could recaT 
from his one-minute glimpse. 

General information was tested in 
biography, science, law, literature 
government, politics, geography,,' as- 
tronomy, sports, ' music, journalisir. 
"Amy Lowell," for instance, this que= 
tion said, "is best known as an actress 
painter, social worker, poet," and th- 
student was asked to underscore tlip 
word which correctly classified her 
None of the freshmen, fontunately, re- 
gard Miss Lowell as iin actress. Ti 
was in this question that some of th" 
amusing errors were made, although 
Mr. Turnbull said, some of the stu- 
dents showed gratifying familiarity 
with the wide variety of facts involve:! 
The Situdents uniformly resisted the ii; 
vitalion to list Yap as citlicr' a riv<:r 
or a peninsula. Many were afraid to 
take a chance on "chauvinist," btil 
none regarded him as a Polyiiesian. 

The final group of questions tested 
knowledge of gra'rnmar by means of a 
group tff 30 sentences iii which were 
involved a number of more or less com- 
mon errors in the use of English. 

Forty-five minutes was alloli'.cd foi 
the entire test, tn'aking fast thinkiup 
necessary. In a heavy percentage of 
the case's the students were unable to 
finish within the time limk.
